PATIENTS AT RUMFORD 
HOSPITAL IN LAST YEAR 

Rumford Community Hospit- 
al operated at as much as 160 
percent of its rated capacity 
during the year which ended 
June 80, Theodore F. Spear, 
administrator of the hospital, 
reported last night in releasing 
figures on service given pa- 
tients during the past 12 
months, 

There was an average of 60 
bed patients in the hospital 
each day, Spear said, with the 
high point of 81 being reach- 
ed on May 9. ‘The hospital 
was built to accommodate 64 
patients, but demands for care 
in recent.years have made it 
necessary to maintain 66 beds 
available for use, This has been 
accomplished by “doubling up” 
some private rooms and con- 
verting sun porches and other 
areas not intended for beds. 
Temporary accommodations in 
corridors are often required, 
the administrator said, 

He also reported that 21,816 
days of care were given pa- 
tients last year, an all-time 
high, Total number of patients 
admitted was 8,884, and 6,456 
outpatients were treated, both 
figures above ‘the previous 
Year, te om 2a" 

Births were down to 513 from 
582 a year ago, but increases 
were recorded in every other 
department, Snear said, The 
number of surgical procedures 
performed was 4,053, x-ray 
films taken totaled 9,747 and 
there were 30,527 laboratory 
examinations completed, all 
new highs, 

“The tremendous volume of 
service has meant that every 
department has been operating 
under almost constant pres- 
sure,” Spear commented, “and 
it is only because of the devo- 
tion and hard work of our phy- 
sicians and employees that so 
much has been achieved,”

V. A. NEWS LETTER 
Emergency treatment of vet- 


erans in private hospitals may - 


be paid for by the Veterans 
Administration only if the med- 
jeal care is for a service con- 
nected condition, Dr. Joseph S. 
Weltman, Veterans Adminis- 
tration Center Director at To- 
gus states, 

The medical emergency must 
have been auch that an attempt 
to secure admission to a VA 
hospital would have been haz- 
ardous to the veteran, he add- 
ed. And the VA may assume 
full medical responsibility in 
such cases only if the emergen- 
cy treatment is reported to the 
nearest VA hospital or region- 
al office within 72 hours after 
the veteran’s admission to the 
private hospital. : 

The VA cannot pay iprivate 
hospital bills for veterans who 
elect to receive treatment in 
non-VA. facilities ay a matter 
of choice rather than of neces- 
sity, Dr. Weltman explained. 

A veteran who hag paid 
his private hospital bill for 
emergency treatment of a 
service - connéeted condition 
may file a claim for reimburse- 
ment by the VA, Dr, Weltman 
gaid, These claims may be ap- 
proved upon condition that the 
veteran submits proof that the 
emergency required him to be 
taken to the nearest private 
hospital for treatment and 
would not have permitted his 
admission to a VA hospital.
